At the last meeting of the town 
council Dr. O. D. Leach was ap¬ 
pointed health officer. 

Those present at the meeting 
were Mayor Cope, Secretary Snow, 
Councillors Redd, Bennett, Meeks, 
Allan, Meldrum and Lamb, chief 
VanOrman, water-master Hawk, 
D. C. Peterson, barrister Ostlund, 
R. W. Tollestrup, R. 8. Winter of 
Lethbridge, and E. W. Bowness, 
consulting engineer for the Mid¬ 
west Utilities company, new own¬ 
ers of the local power plant. 

Mr. Bowness presented the case 
of the Mid-west company in re¬ 
questing a new franchise for a per¬ 
iod of 10 years. This matter was 
left over for one week to permit 
the council to become familiar with 
the contents of the proposed fran¬ 
chise, to compare with the one 
now in force, and with the rates to 
be in effect in the townof Magrath. 

An offer from the oity of Leth- 
beidge to supply the services of its 
fire department, when required, at 
8100 a trip, was accepted. 

A number of peony bulbs sent 
out by the Prinoe of Wales, thru 
the Bank of Montreal, in commem¬ 
oration of Canada's Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee, had been received at the town 
office. The council decided to place 
the bulbs under the care of the 
School of Agriculture.

Cards have 
since been printed, and offending 
drivers may expect to find their 
cars or wagons tagged with police 
orders to appear at tho town offioe.

This is the season when the far- 
met cashes in on his ysar's work. 
The weather, which has a great 
deal to do with the cashing in pro- 
oeae, haa been favorable during the 
past week and threahing haa h~en 
proceeding rapidly,—but at the 
expense of that other important 
crop, sugar beeta. There is not 
sufficient labor to handla both beet 
digging and threahing satisfactor¬ 
ily. Beets are not being pulled as 
rapidly as the late season demands 
If this crop ia not harvested it will 
deal a serious blow to fanners of 
this community and to the local 
sugar industry. 

The gravity of the situation is 
not apparent as long as ths weath¬ 
er man decrees fine, balmy days. 
But let a blizzard suddenly sweep 
out of the north, with a subsequent 
freeze-up for the winter, and only 
a fraction of the beet crop out of 
the ground, and things will not 
look so rosy. To ssoure the full 
benefit of what Nature haa thus 
far promised for the year, the 
beeta must be turned into pare Al¬ 
berta sugar and the wheat must 
be threshed. But with the shortage 
of labor how can both bedone at one 
time? There is only one solution— 
close the schools! Close the high 
soliool and the upper grades of the 
public school and let the boys do 
their part in making the district 
prosperous 

This suggestion will meet with 
much opposition. But in the opin¬ 
ion of the Recorder, education ia 
dependent on proepertty. Educa¬ 
tion costs money. And one wey 
of getting money is to harvest the 
beet crop. 

A request to start the neoeassry 
action to dose the schools for a 
couple of weeks or so, should come, 
of course, from the farmers them¬ 
selves. If they are oontent to 
gamble with Jack Frost this idea 
will die a-horning. 

Meanwhile, every day brings 
freezing up time that muoh nearer.

A new method of making crystal 
on the lakes has been worked out by 
1 C. Heatbcoto, tho designer and man¬ 
ager.

The crystal will 
Im trucked to tlie plant at Fusilier as 
| required. 

Two separate products or grades of 
material will be made, Ihe coarse 
i product for tho paper industry and a 
finer, purer product for use in the 
i glass and dye industries, especially in 
the latter. 

There are two other sodium sul¬ 
phate plants in tho province, these 
I belug at Dunkirk and Hardene. —

4. Fire drills be held for the.chil- : 
dren In all schools, for tho inmates of 
all institutions and for tho employees 
in all largo stores and factories in or¬ 
der that a greater degree of safety 
may bo ennurod by ncaualntln^ ih« 
occupants with tho best nnd most 
expeditious mode of exit in time of | 
danger. 

5. Special instruction on tho sub- j 
Ject of fire prevention bo given by the 
teachers and by municipal officials in 
the schools and that such appropriate 
literature as may be made available 
be distributed to the pupils. 

6. Roy scout leaders give instruc¬ 
tions to the troops under their control 
as to tho best means of co-operation 
with municipal fire departments in the 
prevention and extinguishment of 
fires and especially as to the desira¬ 
bility of qualifying for*tho Fireman’s 
badge. 

7. All legislation and regulations

Find Baffin Land 

Smaller Than Believed 

Explorers Cut 5,000 Square Miles 
From Supposed Area 

Extremely dirty weather and very ; 
bud Ice conditions have obtained all 1 
summer in the far North, according lo t 
members of the Putnnm Baffin I land 
expedition. 

"Out of two months wo liad only j 
eight days lino weather," George P. 
Putnam, director of the expedition, 
said. "Almost all of our work, which ' 
this time was mainly geographical 
had to be carried out in fog, wind 
or d.irty weather. Nevertheless We 
clipped live thousand souar** miles 
from the supposed area of Baffin 
Laml. I, myself, sailed in a whale 
boat over hundreds of miles of what 
has hitherto been set down on the 
maps as laud, but is really water." 

It’s conditions are wretched and 
the tides in Fox Bay, where the ships 
spent most of their time, worn so 
strong that Ice was carried past at 
the rate of seven knots an hour. The 
Putnam expedition is believed to have 
been the first to traverse this region 
since its original discovery by Fox, an 
Englishman, in 1631. 

Two serious accidents also marred 
the summer. The ship bent her pro¬ 
peller and. broke her tail shaft in 
some ice, and later ran aground on ; 
an uncharted shore, but was refloated 
again without much damage. 

The Hardest Pure Metal 

Recent Tests Made In England Place 
Iridium First 

Iridium, a metallic element in the 
saine chemical group as platinum, 
and often used ns the tip for foun¬ 
tain pens, is the hardest pure metal, 
according to tests recently made by 
A. Mullock, and announced in an Eng¬ 
lish scientific magazine. Molyzdonum 
is the hardest, with tungsten third. 
Nickel is the hardest of Common j 
metals, as it ranks fifth, the rare 
metal rhodium coming up fourth. 

These refer only to pure metallic 
elements, for some alloys, such as 
steel with a high percentage of car¬ 
bon, rank higher than any. The 
Roftest of the metals tested proved 
to be thallium, as it ranked No. 21. 
lead being 23 and tin 22. Gold is 
18, silver 15; palladium, which is in 
the same group as platinum and iri¬ 
dium, 11, aluminum 12, copper 11, and 
iron 10.
